burne, Bryerly, Rookwood, & Bigadier in the late King James's Guards in 
| France; Chambers, who has a Hurt in his hand, and was fozmerly taken on Board a 
2 French Pzivaterr, Davies: And whereas We have ſince the Illuing out Our ſaid Pzoclama- 
tion, Received further Pnfozmation, of ſeveral other Perlons herein after Named, who Were concerned in the ſaid Hozrid 
and Deteſtable Conſpiracy foz which Cauſe ſeveral Warrants of High Treaſon Have JIſlued againſt them, but they have 
-withdzawn themlel ves from their uſual Places of Abode, and are fled from Juſtice: We theretoze (with the Advice of Dur 
3ivy Council) have thought fit to Illue this Our Royal Pzoclamation, hereby Commanding and Requiring all Our 
Loving Subjens to Diſcover, Take and App:chend the Perſons above named, and alſo Father Johnſon alas Harriſon, 
A Palett, whois a Shozt, Black, Full-bodicd Man, his Cyes ſtanding a little out of his Head, Aged about Fozty 
Pears, Bernardi, Hare, Harris, Counter alias Rumſey, | Hungate alias Rogers, Where- 
-eber they map be found, and to Carry them befoze thenert Juſtice ef Peace, e: Chief MaoiGuacs .mha is hereby Requir'd 
o Commit them to the next Goal, there to Rema'n until they be thence Delivered by due Conrſe of Law. And We vv yore 
by Require the ſaid Juſtice oz other Pagiſtrate, immediately to give Notice thereof to Us oz Dur Pzivp Council. And fox 
Pzevention of the going of the {aid Perſons, oz of any other, into lreland, oz other Parts beyond the Seas, Te do Require 
and Command all Our Officers of the Cuſtoms, and other Pur Dfficers and Subjects of, and in the reſyective Pozts and 
Maritime Towns, and Places Within Pur Kingdom cf tvgland, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, 
That they, and every of them, in their reſpective Stations and Places, be Tareſul and Diligent in the Examination of all

And if they ſhall Diſcover the laid Perſons arebr⸗nanmd, oz anyof them, then to cauſe them to be Appzehended and Secured, 
and to give Notice, as afozeſaid. And We do hereby Publiſh and Declare, That Whoſoever (hall Conceal the Per⸗ 
ſons above-named, 02 any of them, oz be Aiding and Aſſiſting in the Concealing of them, oz Furthering their Eſcape, 
ſhall be, foz ſuch their @ffence, Pzoceeded againſt with the utmoſt Severity accozding to Law, And foz the Encourage- 
ment of all Perſons to be Diligent and Careful in endeavouring to Diſcover aud Appzchend the laid Perſons, We do hereby 
further Declare, That whoſoever ſhall Diſcover and Appzchend the Perſons above named, who were mentioned in Our ſaid 
fozmer Pzoclamation, oz any of them, and ſhall bzing them befoze ſome Juſtice of Peace, oz Chief Magiſtrate, as afoze- 
ſaid, ſhall Have and Receive, as a Reward, the Sum of One thouſand Pounds pzomiled by Our ſaid Pzoclamation ; which 
ſaid Sum of One thouſand Pounds, the Lozds Commiſſioners of Pur Trealury are hereby Required and Directed to Pay 
Accozdingly. And We do hereby alſo further Declare, That whoſoever (hall Diſcover and Appzehend the Perſons above- 
named, who were not mentioned in Our ſaid fozmer Pzoclamation, o2 any of them, andſhall bzing them befoze ſome Yuſtice 
of Peace oz Chick Magiſtrate, as afozeſaid, (hall Have and Receive as a Reward, the like Sum of One thouſand Pounds, to 
be Paid in ſuch manner, as afozeſaid. And ik any of the Perſons above-named (hall Diſcover and Appzchend the ſaid Sir 
George Barclay, Johnſon alias Harriſon, Ma jo: Lowick and Majoz George Holmes, oz any of them, ſo as they may be bzonght to 
Yuſtice, We do hereby Declare, That every Perſon making ſuch Diſcovery, (hall have Our Gzacious Pardon foz his Of- 

fence, and ſhall Receive the Reward of One thouſand Pounds, to be Paid in ſuch manner as afozeſaid.
